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Farce in Bermuda 

The greatest crisis in the history of 
modern Israel is now on, although suppres- 
sion of news and facts concerning it has 
successfully kept the situation from being 
generally known. Four million Jews with- 
in the Fortress of Europe are being wiped 
out at the rate of 6,000 a day. (See report 
in our last issue). The desperate propor- 
tions of this tragedy compelled the United 
Nations at least to go through the motions 
of trying to offer some salvation. 

All the official releases from Washington 
to the contrary, the recent Bermuda Con- 
ference on the refugee question was a sham 
and a farce. That is why newsmen were 
barred and why it was held in an inacces- 
sible place. Nothing was done whatever 
go answer the cry of the suffering and dy- 
ing. The Jews want the British to open 
Palestine to unlimited Jewish immigration 
so that the millions of Jews caught in the 
Nazi European trap can be moved down to 
the Holy Land and there rescued from cer- 
tain extermination. 

To give you an idea of the farce of the 
Bermuda Conference you may recall the 
Conference spokesman solemnly declared 
that nothing could be done to help the Jews 
because there were no ships to spare from 
war convoys . .. when it was well known 
that the Jews could be moved overland to 
Palestine without ships! But anti-semitic 
influence in America and British imperial 
politics (which wants to keep peace at any 
price with the Moslein world because it 
surrounds the oil fields owned by the British 
in Persia) played out a hand of political 
rummy at Bermuda. 

Jews in America are running full page 
ads in large newspapers frantically appeal- 
ing for world sympathy and attention. Most 
of these appeals are directed at Mr. 
Churchill. But Churchill so far has not 
replied. 


Second Front 

Behind all of Churchill’s fine speeches 
and the President’s able and hopeful an- 
nouncements, you’d better keep one thing 
clearly in mind. The Russians are still de- 
manding a real full scale second front that 
will occupy the attention of as many Nazis 
as the Russian front—which is several mil- 
lion, as over against the 250,000 total of the 
enemy we engaged in Africa. If that sec- 
ond front doesn’t come and come fairly soon 
there is going to be trouble with Moscow. 

A Washington newsman who is “close 
in” reports that the reason Churchill has 
been unwilling to use English troops across 
the Channel, is based on grounds that they 
are not sufficiently trained and equipped, 
and are strong enough only to protect 
England. It may be that the conversations 
between Roosevelt and Churchill include use 
of British troops to invade France. If the 
invasion army should be preponderantly 
British, the operation could start fairly soon. 
If the invasion army is to be 60% American 
and 40% British, or even 50-50, a second 
front in France cannot start until we have 
shipped perhaps a half million men across. 
Because of submarines, this might mean no 
front in France this year and that will mean 
trouble again with Moscow, as we forecast 
a year ago and as was fulfilled during the 
uneasy months of the past winter. 


Some Things the Public Doesn’t Know 


VERY FEW OF us realize that a group of lobbyists in Washington, representing the 
big Southern planters and big Northern incorporated land owners, recently pushed 
through Congress a bill destroying the Farm Security Administration which has 
aided in the rehabilitation of thousands of small, impoverished farmers, tenants and 
sharecroppers. Big business, as represented in the land, sabotaged one of the most 
progressive reforms our government has accomplished. The FSA had made mistakes 
but it was also correcting long-standing evils. Greed stabbed progress while the nation 
slept.

MENTAL CASUALTIES. This war is causing more mental casualties by far among 
our troops than any other war in our history. In spite of severe government censor- 
ship over this situation, the facts have leaked out here and there. A marine commander 
on the west coast, reporting on Pacific fighting said: “Weight losses in muscular, 
toughened young adults ran as high as 45 pounds, rain, heat, insects, dysentery, malaria, 
all contributed—but the end result was not infection or disease but a disorder of think- 
ing and living—of even wanting to live. Help promised did not arrive. Some were 
sure that none of them would survive—they were expendable—doomed.” 

Even after the men were rescued, hospitalized and apparently cured, they still could 
not return to emotional stability. We cannot tell you more but it is a situation that 
will result in dreadful cost, building high the tidal wave of bitterness and disillusion- 
ment we predict will sweep this country when the war is over. War is a preventable 
crime. When it has been committed, the biggest part of its cost cannot be paid in 
paper money. 

THE DUKE OF WINDSOR is still one of the biggest factors in world politics. Heavy 
British censorship keeps that from being known. The luckiest thing that could have 
happened for the British aristocracy and conservatives was the fact that Edward VIII 
married a woman unacceptable to them and gave them a real issue to use to pry him 
from the throne. They wanted a king who would stay home, keep his mouth shut 
and especially not start cleaning up the slums from which the rich of England drew 
so much of their fortunes. 

Not only did Windsor go to night clubs and cut capers, he also started to clean up 
slums and made speeches about freedom for enslaved peoples. What the average per- 
son doesn’t know is that the English conservatives still fear him mightily. They are 
afraid he and the Duchess will yet have a son. The former King’s continued popularity 
with the mass of common English workers, if it should be augmented by the arrival 
of a son (the present King has two daughters), would be such a silent threat to the 
stability of the present economic and political set up in England that any Englishman 
who earns over $5 a day simply can’t stand to talk about it. If you doubt this, talk 
to some of the low-paid English seamen from merchant ships around the docks of our 
harbors. 

A newsman from Washington reported that when the Duke and Duchess entered 
the Capitol chambers where Churchill was to speak before the Congress, the Duke’s 
arrival stole the show from the Prime Minister. Said the newsman: “I turned to 
a London correspondent sitting by my side in the press gallery and remarked that the 
Duke and Duchess of Windsor caused more interest than any Britons on Capitol Hill. 
He replied, ‘That’s true. And the same thing would happen in England—that’s why 
we won’t let him and the Duchess go back there.’ ” 


ON THE DISSOLUTION of the World Communist Revolutionary Party, called the Third 
International, which was played up so largely by official Washington’s channels and 
through the press generally, we would like to inform our readers that information from 
our listening posts within the communist movement run quite contrary to the general 
theme that the world revolutionary policy has been abandoned by the communists of 
the world. In view of the fact that our reports to you from such sources in the past 
have proven to be remarkably accurate in their forecasts, although usually, as in this 
instance they run contrary to the general accepted reports, we venture to inform you 
again that “things are not what they seem to be.” 

Here is what is behind the move in Moscow on the part of Stalin to dissolve the 
world revolutionary aims of the Soviet: 


The move was brought about by pressure from the White House, the President’s 
belief being that the threatened break-up of post-war peace plans could be checked if 
the fear of communism was reduced among the small nations of Europe. Also it would 
help to reduce the fear of post-war communistic influence in America. 


But the atmosphere of resignation and surrendering of activity on the part of the 
world-minded communists, as played up in the news here, is a gross ‘exaggeration and 
a dangerously false interpretation. It has always been against the Stalin policy to use 
the Russian army to promote revolution outside of Russia. Hence Stalin has made 
it clear many times that he does not intend to invade Europe from the east. It was 
the inside work of the world wide communist party—the Third International—which 
would promote revolution from within. And the big fact behind all this is that the 
communist organizations within England, France, America, China, etc., are now so well 
established, so well rooted and well organised that it has been appare nt to communist 
circles for a long time that there was no need for the maintenance of the Moscow direc- 
torate which obviously stood in the way of Russia’s political relationship with the out- 
side world.

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Test Cases 


The test case of Gordon Hirabayashi versus the United States, 
upon the decision of which hangs the constitutionality of the whole 
west coast evacuation procedure, is now being heard by the United 
States Supreme Court, an action almost unprecedented in the swift- 
ness with which it reached the highest tribunal. 

Hirabayashi, Japanese senior at the University of Washington, 
refused to obey the evacuation and other restrictive orders when 
they were applied to residents on the west coast who were of Japanese 
descent. His case is being financed throughout by contributions from 
the Fellowship of Reconciliation members and from members of the 
Society of Friends and the American Civil Liberties Union. 

This important legal test will have far-reaching effect upon the 
status of the loyal Japanese American born citizen whose consti- 
tutional rights have been so ruthlessly brushed aside on the grounds 
of military necessity. 

However, it may prove to be like the situation in India, where 
80,000 Indians are being held in prison without trial under a British 
imperial ruling which was recently declared illegal by British court 
authorities. 

We can present a brighter side of the picture, however, by re- 
minding you of the significant decision that was reached by the 
judges of the Ninth Federal Circuit Court of Appeals in San 
Francisco. Requested, to all intents and purposes, by the attorneys 
of an organization called “The Native Sons of the Golden West” 
to rescind the citizenship of American-born Japanese, the seven judges 
of the court, without leaving the bench and without a dissenting 
voice, refused even to consider the motion. Trouble-breeding in- 
tolerance is being stemmed. 

Another indication that the tide of race hysteria is turning is 
shown by another court decision. A San Franciscan, John T. Regan, 
endeavored to secure a court ruling that American born Japanese 
should not have the privilege of voting as American citizens because 
“dishonesty, deceit and hypocrisy are racial characteristics of the 
Japanese”. The District Court dismissed Mr. Regan’s suit and its 
action was upheld by higher courts. This decision definitely pro- 
claims the right of Japanese, born in America, to full citizenship. 

Many of the most staunch defenders of the American-born Jap- 
anese in our Japanese concentration camps are government officials 
and workers assigned from Washington to duty in these evacuee 
camps. Miss Sally Lucas Jean, government consultant in health 
education and supervisor of health conditions at a Japanese reloca- 
tion camp in Arizona, recently declared that a large pool of man- 
power is not being utilized. The Japanese with whom she is work- 
ing are engaged in reclamation work in a desert-like area and Miss 
Jean claims that full use is not being made of available skills. In- 
timating that our prejudicial attitude toward our own minority 
groups in this country is a distinct threat to our democracy—the 
thing we are fighting for, Miss Jean said, “We have a tremendous 
responsibility as individuals to dispell our prejudices. These people 
with Japanese ancestries are victims of circumstances. For our 
enemies are their enemies too.” 


Repeal Exclusion Act 

Congressman Walter Judd of Minnesota, for years a missio@ary 
doctor in China, a man of great ability and courage, is introducing 
a bill in Congress for the repeal of Asiatic Exclusion and putting 
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immigration from that continent on the same basis as European na- 
tions. This bill is sure to arouse all the old hates in the country. 
Get behind Dr. Judd and urge your Congressman to support his 
bill. It simply requires that we should treat our Chinese allies with 
the same legal respect we do other races. After the war it will 
provide a basis for reasonable interracial relations with the nations 
of Asia. 


Gandhi a Traitor? 


Britain’s white paper on Gandhi has fallen flat, and little wonder, 
for it could not do much to counteract the admission that more than 
a thousand unarmed Indian Patrick Henrys have been killed, nearly 
a thousand flogged, and 70,000 imprisoned without a trial or ‘hearing 
to separate the guilty from the innocent. 

It is a dirty war ... we are horrified by what happens in Poland, 
Norway, France and Holland. When the war is over and the truth 
can be told, the story of India will be put down beside all the other 
horrors. Killing and flogging and imprisoning thousands in the 
name of democracy and the four freedoms makes a shameless hypoc- 
risy of what is otherwise justifiable in the war. 

And don’t be fooled by the statements that the Indians can have 
their freedom when they can unite on a plan among themselves. The 
suppressed truth is that the thousands in prison, which includes most 
of India’s leadership, are not allowed to see each other nor to be 
seen by others from the outside! No representatives of the great 
Hindu Mahasabha or any other political group are allowed to confer. 

The American envoy to India, W illiam Philips, endeavored to 
secure an interview in prison with Gandhi and Nehru to learn what 
they had to say about the matter but was unable to gain permission 
for such a visit from the British government. British officials, how- 
ever, talked for weeks on the purity of their purpose in the flogging, 
—— and imprisoning. 

S. Amery, who has openly admitting his responsibility for 
the + sili Bid said that since Gandhi is considered a traitor, he can- 
not be permitted visits from representatives of a foreign govern- 
ment. This delineation of Gandhi as traitor is the idea of the 
group which is the guardian of British investments in India for the 
highest court ot India, established by the British government itself 
and presided over by an English judge, ruled that the imprisonment 
without trial of Gandhi, Nehru and their followers, was completely 
illegal. Ordinarily the result of such a judicial decision would be 
the freedom of the imprisoned men but British officials in India are 
still holding Gandhi and Nehru and are now calling them traitors. 
(So was George Washington a traitor.) 

Were the Indian situation a tangle which affected only the British 
and the Indians, it might be possible to overlook this high-handed 
imprisonment without trial and disregard of judicial rulings. The 
fact is, however, that India is a vital factor in a military sense and 
a non-cooperative, resentful India will enormously increase the dif- 
ficulties and problems involved in defeating the Japanese. 

With all honor to our heroic allies, the common English people, 
the Christian when he goes to war for the sake of the soul, demands 
that the war be as clean as possible. The demands of a few British 
aristocrats that the preservation of their investments in India be 
above all other aims—above the Atlantic Charter and the hope of 
a much needed “Pacific Charter”, i 
war.
